To say that the computer has had a broad and 
significant impact on our lives would be the under- 
statement of the year. 

Our society, nay our existence, depends on these 
high-speed computational devices. They tell the 
farmer when to plant. They tell the doctor when to 
operate. They tell the clerk our account is overdrawn. 

Are they a threat or a blessing? 

To the Rancho Santiago District Community 
College, the computational and information manipu- 
lation capabilities of a newly purchased Honeywell 
System 66,07 computer are certainly a benefit. 

After a two- 
and-a-half year 
selection process 
and an expendi- 
ture of $900,000 
to be paid off 
over a nine-year 
period, the Col- 
lege’s new central, 
general purpose 
computer is now 
In Operation. 

According to 
Jack Breglio, 
SAC director of 
Computer — Sci- 
ences, “All our 
administrative 
procedures, on-line registration of students, budget 
and personnel files are now centrally controlled.” 

“Our new Data Base Management System,” he 
continued, “allows us to keep exact track of every one 
of our 25,000 students, his classes, instructors, grades, 
attendance, etc. Through a well elaborated, inter- 
woven network, any desired information on the 
student can be retrieved within seconds.”

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The new Honeywell computer possesses a more 
ample capacity and provides a faster input, output 
procedure than the older, outdated model (Burroughs 
B 2700) the college previously used. 

It demonstrates an accessibility in various 
computer languages, other than just COBOL and 
FORTRAN, the two most widely known lingos 
Breglio explained. 

In addition to the old computer, which used only 
the “batch” (punchcard) mode, the Honeywell 66 07 
operates in both “batch” and “interactive” (uses 
terminals) mode. Through RJE (Remote Job Entry), 
access to the computer can also be accomplished from 
a remote terminal or keypunch machine: 

This concept. 
which is_ intro- 
duced at SAC for 
the first time, is 
widely used in 
the business world 
where, for in- 
stance, — payroll 
clerks, who need 
to use a compu- 
ter only at the end 
of a month, buy 
time off another 
company’s com- 
puter to complete 
their work. 

“The lack of 
adequate wiring 
on the college campus.” as Breglio explained, “has not 
given us the possibility yet to fully exploit the 
computer's capabilities. 

As soon as this problem is overcome, we will start 
introducing a large variety of new computer programs 
in the Business Information or Computer Science 
classes,” he concluded.

Political newcomers challenging 
incumbents in Trustee elections

Rancho Santiago Community College District 
voters who go to the polls on Nov. 6 will find an 
interesting cross section of citizens among the candi- 
dates for Board of Trustees. There are four seats being 
decided in two areas. This article profiles those 
campaigning in Area One. 

All three incumbents echo positive sentiments 
about Santa Ana College and a strong opposition to 
any changes on the board. 

“We have a new president (Dr. Bill Wenrich) and | 
think we have a responsibility to assist him. Otherwise 
it would be difficult for a new person on the job to 
operate,” current board chairman Rudy Montejano 
cautions. he adds, “There are still unfinished matters 
such as the new campus in Orange. It is important that 
we have an outstanding program and administrative 
management that is consistent with the policies and 
programs we have established this far.” 

Says Richard Hernandez, another board member 
seeking reelection, “I just feel very satisfied with the 
progress we have made in the past few years.” 

Touts incumbent Hector Godinez, “Our Board of 
Trustees takes a back seat to no one.” 

These three board members also agree generally 
that Santa Ana’s ethnic communities are well served 


by the college and that the school’s public relations 
efforts must be stepped up. 

But obviously their opponents feel a need for 
change exists. 

“I thought it would be an interesting thing to do,” is 
how Watson L. Warren explains his candidacy. The 
self-employed Warren, who has been a resident of 
Orange County for six years, is not campaigning on 
any certain issue, but because he simply “wanted the 
job.” This is his first foray into politics. 

Nineteen-year-old -hopeful Gracie Keys, a 4.0 
scholar taking 20 units at SAC, has a very definite 
issue she wishes to bring to public attention. 

“Student representatives can’t vote at trustee 
meetings. The only way we can really be represented is 
if a student can get on the board itself.” 

Keys feels her classmates are not really well served. 
“Because they (board members) are looking at us from 
the outside. I think a lot of the students have things to 
say. If one student were a trustee and encouraged 
other students to give their ideas and advice then we 
would really have some representation.” 

Candidate Michael Ortell could not be reached for 
comment. It is hoped that his viewpoint can be 
included in the second part of this article, which will 
otherwise focus on Area Three.

How do teachers in the field of 
science keep abreast of new con- 
cepts and techniques that research- 
ers have developed? The National 
Science Foundation has designed 
Chautauqua courses for the pur- 
pose of informing them. 

“The courses provide an oppor- 
tunity for invited researchers to 
communicate the new knowledge 
directly to college teachers, and in 
ways that are immediately 
beneficial to their teaching,” said 
Dave. Dobos, field center coordi- 


nator of SAC’s Chautauqua 
courses. : 
SAC, the Oregon Graduate 


Center for Study and Research, 
the University of Texas and the 
University of Colorado are the 


stopping places for the course 
directors on the western tour. 

Several types of courses are 
offered. This year SAC is sponsor- 
ing 10 classes including unusual 
ones such as psychobiology of 
pain, pain inhibition and the 
science of sound. 

The classes are open to teachers 
of undergraduate students in 
degree-granting colleges within the 
United States. They should be 
teachers in the areas of natural and 
social sciences, mathematics and 
engineering, Dobos explained. In 
some cases a few teachers in other 
fields of study are admitted when 
this would increase the effective- 
ness of the course. 

Each class is limited to 25 
participants. All the classes meet 


Chautauqua informs instructors 


for a total of four days--two in fall - 


and two in the spring. Between the 
sessions, the participants work on 
projects related to the course. The 
interim projects provide them with 
a way of communicating the new 
knowledge to their students with 
minimum delay. 

Participants are selected by the 
field center coordinators, The 
criteria used by the coordinators is 
whether they satisfy the listed pre- 
requisites of the course and the 
potential benefit of the course to 
the applicant, Dobos said.’ 

Following this criteria, the field 
centers try to choose participants 
from wide-spread areas so that as 
many teachers and students as 
possible will benefit from these 
programs.

Complete specifications for this area are not certain as of 
yet, though several ideas are being considered.

Armstrong roughly estimated the cost to range from 
$100,000 to $150,000.

Shannon Welch, secretarial major, agrees with the idea 
because she feels that “the cafeteria is much too crowded.“ 

Mark Kusiak, business administration major, is in favor 
of providing the students with another area to eat, but heisa 
little hesitant about the food service. "I'm worried about the 
acquisition of an independent catering service. to provide 
lunch.

If the decision is made to bring in the catering service, the 
patio area will be used for a minimum period of 18 months 
while the new Campus Center is under construction. During 
this time, "Tempo-rary provisions will have to suffice,“ 
stated Armstrong.

The RSCCD Board of Trustees 
wisked through its session Monday 
night in less than two hours, spend- 
ing more time on informational 
docket items than it did on passing 
action. 

In fact, no actions were official- 
ly passed because the board cannot 
conduct business on legal holidays. 
Monday had been designated as 
the date Columbus Day would be 
observed. Board chairman Rudy 
Montejano pointed out “for the 
benefit of the press” that the 
county counsel allows the board to 
meet on holidays, but the actions 
taken must be ratified at the next 
meeting (Oct. 22). 

Prior to the opening of the meet- 
ing, the board members seemed to 
be in a holiday. mood as they 
conversed among themselves in a 
jovial fashion. Vice President of 
Students Affairs Neal Rogers even 
took time to stroll over to the press 
table and doff el DON reporter 
Pete Maddox’s straw hat. 

After. the pledge of allegiance, 
the board took information from 
its members, and the student repre- 
sentative Susan Starke, ASB presi- 
dent. 

Montejano utilized this time to 
refute a report that he said appear- 
ed in the Register, concerning 
“‘Montejano’s involvement with 
political fund-raising activities. 


Brown,” attested the board chair- 
man, “Not for Sen. Kennedy (D- 
Mass.)” as the Register story had 
indicated. 

Starke reported to the board 
about her presentation concerning 
textbook costs at the Sept. 25 
Faculty Senate meeting.

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Postulants represent Franciscan spirit

Although still in the process of learning themselves, 
Paul Stubenrauch, Ramon Posada, Mark Loftus and 
Mike Luizzi are often approached by others who need 
help with problems or questions answered. 


These four young men are postulants studying to 
become priests with the Capuchin Franciscan order of 
the Catholic church while simultaneously enrolled at SAC. 


“Coming here was a new experience especially for 
Ramon and I,” stated Stubenrauch. “We came 
straight from the Catholic seminary which is an all 
boys school where everyone has the same viewpoints. 

“Here at SAC, there are people with entirely differ- 
ent religious viewpoints or none at all,” he continued. 
“There are people challenging our views, asking ‘Why 
do you believe that?’ and it helps strengthen our faith. 
We are representing more than just ourselves; we 
represent the Catholic faith and Franciscan spirit as 
well.” 

The postulants have found that many people are 
curious about the toa or Greek cross which they wear 
around their necks. “It is a Franciscan symbol,” 
informed Posada. “The arm of Christ is aver the arm 
of Francis to show the intimacy of their union.” 

Loftus added, “The toa symbolizes Francis’ love for 
the cross. Two years before Francis died, he received 
the stigmata or the five wounds of Christ which 
showed that Francis loved the things of the spirit. He 
wasn't at all selfish, but a totally giving person which is 
the message of the cross--to die to yourself and 
become like Christ.” 

These four are the first ones in the province to enter 
the Postulancy program and receive the toa. In this 
program they live in the same home under the 
guidance of Fathers Algjandrs and Martin and 
Brother Robert.

Their day begins when they arise at 5: 45 a.m. They 
then go to the chapel, which is a converted room of 
their triplex home. Prayers begin at 6:30, followed by 
mass at 6:45. Either before or after mass they have 
meditation. 

Luizzi explained meditation as “a time when you 
think of how you can serve God in the utmost way that 
day. We might use the Bible and meditate on the 
scripture or a book on St. Francis.” 

Loftus explained the objectives of the Postulancy 

program. “On the Feast of St. Francis, Oct. 4, we 
signed an agreement which stated that this year would 
help us to judge if we do have a calling to the priest- 
hood. Our main objective is-to grow spiritually, set 
examples for others and learn from others, too.” 
. Following this year, Stubenrauch, Posada, Loftus 
and Luizzi hope to enter the novitiate program. “It 
will be dedicated to prayer, work, learning more about 
the church, our Lord and our Franciscan way of life,” 
explained Posada. : 

“After this first year, we can petition to our 
for making our first vows,” he explained. “We fhen 
continue with our studies at San Francisco State 
University for two years followed by more studies at 
St. Alberts College of Philosophy and Theology. 
After six years we will make our solemn vows--God 
willing--to dedicate our lives completely to the will of

It will be nine years before they are ordained. “Our 
rule issummed up very simply,” continued Posada. “It 
is to live the gospel life of our Lord in poverty, chastity 
and obedience.” 

The four agreed that although much must be given 
‘up, much more is gained. Stubenrauch expressed the 
feelings of all with this summary. “It’s great knowing 
that instead of having one flesh and blood family that 
now we have a worldwide family.”
